Richard C. Congdon, secretary and 
general manager of the gas com- 
pany, put the committee on notice 
that the company would flatly re- 
fuse to pay anything for the steam, 
since they claimed an arrangement 
had been made by which they fur- 
nished coke to the crematory in ex- 
change for the steam they obtained. 

Value of the Steam. 

The commercial value of the steam 
will have to be partially estimated. 
Investigation of the matter disclosed 
the information that no record of its 
volume has been kept by either the 
crematory or gas plant officials, and 
from the testimony its use appears 
to have been intermittent. Mayor 
Key estimated that the gas company 
is indebted to the city in a sum not 
less than $6,000. 

What basis the committee will em- 
ploy in determining how much is 
due the city will be worked out 
at a future meeting and the value of 
the steam as computed by its mem- 
bers will be submitted to the board 
of health, which meets again on 
July 3. Approved by the members 


of the board a bill will then be pre- 
sented to the gas company.

J. H. Green Is at Grady 
Hospital in Dying Con- 
dition, His Wife Has In- 
jured Hand, and Bailiff 
Luther Williams, Al- 
though Wounded, Es- 
capes. 


WIFE SHOT IN TRYING 
TO PROTECT HUSBAND 


She Says That Husband 
Did Not Shoot Until 
Bailiff Had Fired First 
and Bullet Had Gone 
Through Her Hand. 


With a bullet wound near the 
heart, John Henry Green, an aged 
truck farmer, is dying, his wife is 
suffering from a bullet wound in the 
right hand and Luther Williams, a 
bailiff in» Cook’s district, who is 
charged with the shooting, and who 
was slightly wounded by the farmer 
is being sought by the county po- 
lice, 

The shooting occurred about 3 
o’clock Friday afternoon at the resi- 
dence of Green, on the Huff road, a 
short distance outside the city lim- 
its, when Williams, it is said, went 
to the house to execute an attach- 
ment fer several pieces of furniture 
which Green had bought from a 
store on Marietta street. 

The affair, however, was not re- 
ported to the county police until 
after 7 o’clock Friday evening, when 
one of the neighbors ealled at the 
house of Lieutenant Carroll, who 
rushed to the scene, and, seeing that 
Green was in a dying condition, 
phoned the Grady hospital. A record 
run was made by the ambulance and 
Green was placed on the operating 
table, but soon afterwards physi- 
cians asserted he would die within 
a few hours. 

Several Shots Fired. 

In discussing the shooting, Lieu- 
tenant Carroll said that, from the 
appearance of the front room of the 
residence of Green, many shots were 
fired, several places in the walls 
being pierced by bullets. 

“tT made every effort to avoid 
trouble,” said Mrs. Green. “When I 
saw that the bailiff was going to 
shoot my husband I threw myseif 
between them. I told Williams to 
shoot, if he dared. I had hardly 
spoken before he drew his revolver 
from his pocket and pulled the trig- 
ger. The bullet struck me in the 
right hand. s 

“I immediately tried to stop the 
flow of blood, and Mr. Green became 
aroused and got his rifle, which was 
leaning up against the wall. Wil- 
liams opened fire again. The first 
shot went through the wall. By 
this time my husband had his gun 


to his shoulder and he discharged 
the weapon, slightly wounding Wil- 
liams, who fired one more shot and 
my husband fell unconscious to the 
floor.’’* 

Lieutenant Carroll said that Wil- 
liams drove up im a truck belong- 
ing to the furniture company, but 
got out-of it a short distance from 
the house and told the driver to 
wait for him. 

Asked for a Match. 

He went to the dwelling, it is said, 
and tried to open the door and, upon 
finding it locked, rang the bell. 
When Mrs. Green came to the door 
she asked who it was, and Williams 
is said to have asked her for a 
match. 

As soon as Mrs. Green opened the 
door Williams, it is stated, pushed 
her aside and declared that he was 
going to get certain pieces of furni- 
ture in the house. The row, accord- 
ing to the Greens, started when Wil- 
liams cursed in the presence of the 
woman, 

Green, who is 60 years old, was 
unable to make any statement of the 
shooting at the hospital because of 
his critical condition. His wife 
is about 55 years old. 

Although every effort is being 
made: by the county police to learn 
the whereabouts of Williams, so far 
his address has not been learned.

RAILWAY KEYMIEN

Order Issued by Union of 
Railway Telegraphers in 
Effect at 23,000 Points

CLAIMS CONFLICTING 
IN REGARD TO STRIKE 


Union Leaders Assert 
Strike Is Spreading, But 
the Wire Companies In- 
sist Conditions Are Rap- 
idly Becoming Normal. 


Chicago, June 13.—The_ second 
stage of the Commercial Telegra- 
phers’ strike will be reached tomor- 
row morning when railroad qgpera- 
tors at 23,000 points in America are 
to discontinue handling commer- 
cial messages under an order issvied 
by the Order of Railway Telegra- 
phers. 

Such action, strike leaders declared 
tonight, will tie up all commercial 
telegraph business except between 
the larger cities in which the West- 
ern Union and Postal companies 
maintain their own offices. Offi- 
cials of the Postal said that com- 
pany would not be affected by the 
order as little Postal business is 
handled through railroad stations. 

Western Union officials while ex- 
pressing belief that the order would 
be rescinded, predicted that its ef- 
fect would not have serious results. 

They estimated that the 23,000 
points handling commercial business 
over railroad wires do not average 
more than five messages each day. 

Claim Strike Is Spreading. 

Meanwhile, officers of the Com- 

mercial Telegraphers’ Union of 


indicating that the strike is spread- 
ing. 8S. J. Konenkamp, international 
president of the union, said the 
number of strikers had reached 22,- 
000; that the strike of electrical 
workers set for next Monday would 
add 130,000 workers to the list of 
those idle, and that by early next 
week telephone service in many 
cities and towns wiil be greatly 
impaired through a walk-out of tel- 
ephone operators. 

Practically all union telephone op- 
erators are members of the Elec- 
trical Workers’ union. Committees 
set to work in many cities today 
picketing among telephone operators 
who are being urged to join the 
strikers. 

The brokers’ division of the Teleg- 
raphers’ union has been asked to 
take action. Meetings were to be 
held tonight and tomorrow at which 
it will be decided whether to strike 
in sympathy. Strike leaders said a 
walk-out of brokers’ operators would 
bleck transmission of financial busi- 
ness to such extent that business 
on Wall street would be greatly 
hampered. 

Claims of strike leaders that the 
walk-out is rapidly spreading were 
refuted by officials of commercial 
companies who said they were ac- 
ceptinmg business without restrictions 
and that conditions were practically 
normal, 

Postal officials likewise stated 
that conditions were improving and 
that the Chicago office, which was 
hard hit on the first day of the 
strike, is operating “about 70 per 
cent normal.” 

Conditions to Postal. 

A committee representing the 
strikers submitted to the Postal con- 
ditions upon which a _ settlement 
could be reached. They provided that 
the company agree to wage adjust- 
ments after the government has re- 
leased control of the company. The 
conditions were forwarded to New 
York. 

The union men charged that Post- 
master General Burleson had in a 
sense “‘tied the hands of the com- 
mercial companies by prohibiting 
the signing of wage contracts.” 

The number of Chicago strikers 
was placed at 800 by strike leaders, 
The Western: Union said only fifty- 
one persons were absent from the 
operating department, and the Pos- 
tal announced that of the 350 oper- 
ators, 70 per cent were at work. 

The messengers of both compa- 
nies still are on strike. 

NOT NEGOTIATING, 
ASSERTS POSTAL. 

New York, June 13.—The Posta 
Telegraph company has entered in+ 
to no negotiations whatever with 
its striking operators, and has re- 
ceived no communication from them 
at any time except through the pub- 
lic press, it was stated here today 
by Edward Reynolds, general man- 
ager of the Postal system. Mr. Rey- 
nolds added that the company look- 
a the strike as virtually at an 
end.

BLAMED BY DR. ELLIS

He Says They Have Con- 
nived at Acts of British. 
Ellis Asserts His Only 
Offense Has Been to 
Present Both Sides of 
Egyptian Trouble. 


Dr. William T. Ellis, staff corre- 
spondent of The Atlanta Constitu- 
tion and New York Herald, and the 
only American newspaper man in 
the Near East, is being held prac- 
tically a prisoner in Cairo, Egypt, 
according to delayed cable dis- 
patches received by The Constitu- 
tion and Herald.

Cairo, June 2.—(Delayed.)—Out 
here where the east and the west 
impinge, the old, old question of the 
freedom of the press is raised anew. 
Not the ligerty of the Egyptian press 
which is non-existent, but of the 
American press. By this condition 
the facts concerning international] 
problems are not public property in 
the face of the cénsorship. If an 
American jouralist dares follow the 
commonest rules of his craft, sees 
both sides of a question and gets all 
the facts, he quickly finds himself 
in @ position where he igs prevented 
traveling in lands where acute 
problems exist, and to which Amer- 
icans look for a partial solution of 
Sreat problems. 

The league of nations principles 
concerning pitiless publicity, ap- 
parently are for home consumption. 
Because I saw for myself the na- 
tional soviet at El Azhar—the Brit- 
ish military authorities complained 
to Hampton: Gary, American diplo- 
matic agent, specifying these 
points. This is the same Gary who, 
after frequent dinners at the resi-- 
dency, shipwrecked extraordinary 
American prestige in Egypt by 
counselling recognition of the Brit- 


ish protectorate at the very moment 


Egyptian delegates were in Paris, 
and when international recognition 
was but a matter of a few days. It 
was not fair to America that she 
alone would kick in the face a 
trustful suitor at her feet. 

Need of Plain U. 8S. Loyalty. 

There is serious need of the in- 
fusion of plain American loyalty in 
the official staff at Cairo. Military 
Attache Brewster (sic) a standard 
oil man from Syria, publicly echoed 
British attacks upon Presidtnt Wil- 
son and upon natives. Because I 
protested he boasted that he used 
influence with the British to hinder 
my movement. The nearest military 
authorities offered me permits to 
go anywhere except as the Ameri- 
can agency forbids them. Mean- 
while they are in close understand- 
ing with the agency which is be- 
ing run by the young vice Counsul 
Bernard Gotlieb, who is interested 
more concerning his career than in 
upholding American rights. Just 
how the process of bottling up The 
Constitution-Herald correspondent 
by orders from Washington was op- 
erated, save by the compliance of 
Gary and the hostility of Brewster, 
I do not know. The consulate re- 
fuses me information, although it is 
avowedly co-operating with the 
British. The essential fact is that 
my military permit to go to Pales- 
tine, Syria and the interior of Tur- 
key is withdrawn. There has been 
no charge that I have made any 
inaccurate statements, or any other 
charge against me. It was simply 
stated that independent investiga- 
tors were not wanted in this part 
of the world, which is regarded as 
a British preserve, fenced by the 


censorship and military restrictions, 
wherein, British traditions are in- 
operative. 

So for seventeen days I have been 
detained in Cairo by mysterous or- 
ders of my own government. For 
ten days I was denied access to 
Washington through the consulate. 
Then I was granted only a brief in- 
quiry. I have received no replies 
to my open telegrams to The Con- 
stitution-Heraid. Government of- 
ficials, apparently through the cen- 
sorship, are preventing the trans- 
mission or delaying the delivery of 
my: letters. Introductions from 
Washington and London are avail- 
ing nothing. 

Denied Basic Rights. 


I am practically a prisoner and 
denied basic constitutional rights. 
Doubtless some day I will be per- 


TESTIMONY ENDS 
IN MIDONALD CASE 


Defendant Takes the 
Stand to State That He 
Struck Fatal Blow in 
Self-Defense. 


Testimony in the trial of J. M. 
McDonald, prominent Mississippian, 
who is charged with slaying Joe 
Jung, a Chinaman, at the South- 
eastern fair grounds in the fall of 
1917, was concluded late Friday af- 
ternoon and it was agreed by coun- 
sel for both sides that the argu- 
ments would consume five hours, 
two and a half hours each. 

The first address for the prosecu- 
tion was made by Harvie Hill and 
at its close court was adjourned un- 
til this morning. The case will prob- 
ably go to the jury about noon. 

The trial which is being held be- 
fore Judge Render Terrell, in the 
emergency division of Fulton su- 
perior court, has consumed two 
days. Just before the argument 
began the defendant took the wit- 
ness stand in his own defense. 

McDonald could not make himself 
heard, so with the consent of Judge 
Terrell and the attorneys for the de- 
fense, Attorney Robert Jones, coun- 
sel for the defendant read his state- 
ment to the jury. 

The defendant claimed that he 
struck the Chinaman in self defenss 
after the victim had advanced upon 
him. Mr. McDonald was superin- 
tendent of concessions at the fair 
grounds.and had ordered Jung to 
move his stand to another site. This 
the Chinaman refused to do, accord- 
ing to the defendant and an argu- 
ment ensued, which ended in the 
death of the Chinaman. 

Attorneys Ben J. Conyers and 
Robert Jones represented the de- 


fendant, while Harvey Hill and So- 
licitor John Boykin had charge of 
the prosecution.

fore the senate, in the hope of de- 
laying a vote until late in the week. 

The democratic leaders in the sen- 
ate expect the treaty to be signed 
before the end of next week, and they 
laid their plans today for a filibuster 
that will continue for only four or 
five days. At the end of that time, 
they said, they will permit a vote to 
be taken. 

“The conference was very in- 
formal,” said Senator Hitchcock, 
acting minority leader of the sen. 
ate, after the causus. “It was held 
to discuss ways and means for sub- 
mitting the resolution to a very 
thorough discussion on the floor of 
the senate when it comes up. We 
discussed how the time will be di- 
vided and who will make the 
speeches.” 

After making this blunt announce- 
ment of the democratic plans, Sen- 
ator Hitchcock said that he wanted 
to make it clear that the democrats 
have no intention of filibustering. 
He said that he will make an an- 
nouncement on the floor of the 6en- 
ate when the discussion of the reso- 
lution opens; that the minority sen- 
ators will not filibuster. 

Bound to Call for Debate. 

“Such a thing as the Knox reso- 
lution cannot be permitted to go 
through without a thorough discus- 
sion, however,” he added.

SAILORS OBJECTED

Paris, June 13.—An account of the 
mutiny of seamen of the French 
Black sea fleet at Odessa in April 
was told in the chamber of depu- 
ties last night by Deputy Emile 
Goude, a socialist. During the trou- 


ble a red flag had been run up on 


the battleship France. 

On April 20 a zealous young offi- 
cer ordered a machine gun fired 
against French soldiers and sailors 
fraternizing with the Russians and 
several persons were killed and 
wounded. After negotiations the 
demands of the sailors were met 
and it was agreed that they should 
not be punished. 

Ciear for Action, 

“The signal to clear for action 
was given on the morning of April 
19,” the deputy said. “The men 
gathered in crowds on the deck and 
refused to disperse when ordered. 
Then from the battleship France 
arose the strains of the international 
revolutionary hymn. 

“The men gathered in groups on 
the ship and the captain tried to 
discuss the matter with the sail- 
ors, who appointed delegates to ex- 
plain why the internationale had 
been sung. One of the delegates 
said: 

““The war we are being forced 
to make against the Russians is un- 
constitutional. The minister has not 
the right to use us for a war par- 
liament has not voted,’

Red Flag On Ships. 

“The red flag was run up on 
Easter morning besides the tri-color, 
The work on the ships was carried 
out regularly and the officers had 
full liberty.

MUTINY OF MARINES 
REPORTED AT TOULON.

Paris, June 12.—(Special Cable 
Dispatch.)—News has been received 
here of a mutiny of marines at Tou- 
lon, which is an additional symp- 
tom of the widely diffused spirit 
of insubordination. The marines de- 
manded immediate demobilization 
and on refusal proceeded to im- 
prison their chiefs and to turn their 
guns toward the city. 

Debates in the chamber of depu- 
ties concerning the evacuation of 
Odessa are being followed with in- 
tense curiosity. Statements are be- 
ing made to demonstrate the lack 
of wisdom in sending troops to Odes- 
sa; and unskilfullmess in dealing 
with the situation there; the sui- 
cidal policy of denying them re- 
inforcements and, having refused re- 
inforcements, compelling them to 
postpone thejr withdrawal until 
finally they retreated, sacrificing 
enormous quantities of munitions 
and arms, motor lorries and heavy 
guns being hurled into the sea.

Paris, June 13.—(Special Dis- 
patch.)—According to all indica- 
tions the reply to the German 
proposals will contain the follow- 
ing main points: 

First—The allies will refuse to 
fix the amount of the indem- 
nity, but the reparations com- 
mission will do so within a few 
months. 

Second—The question of upper 
Silesia to be resolved by a ple- 
biscite. 

Third—Germany will be admit- 
ted to the league of nations after 
the payment of her first install- 
ment, and the determination of 
the total indebtedness.

Fifth—Germany must signify 
her intention to sign or refuse 
to sign within five days.

EXCLUSION IS ASKED 
OF RUSS SOVIET AGENTS 


Washington, June 13.—Deporta- 
tion of L. C. A. K. Martens and oth- 
er representatives of the Russian 
soviet bureau in New York was re- 
quested in letters sent today by 
Senator King, of Utah, to Attorney 
General Palmer and Secretary Wil- 
son. 

“It is time,” Senator King wrote, 
“that these disturbers of our peace 
and enemies of our country and civ- 
ilization should be driven from this 
land,, whose hospitality they have 
so grievously abused. 

“There are thousands of Russian 
aliens in the United States who are 
enemies to our government and give 
support to the Bolshevist autocracy. 
They are intriguing in every way 
possible against this government 
and seek its overthrow. Certainly 
the representatives of Lenine and 
Trotsky, who come here avowing 
their connection with the Bolshevist 
organization should be deported 
from the United States. As a mat- 
ter of fact, if the officials of our 
government have done their duty 
they would not, in my opinion, have 
been admitted to our shores.” 

Senator King called attention to 
laws ‘excluding from the United 
States of alien anarchists and said: 
“There is no question but that the 
representatives of the Lenine-Trot- 
skv organization come within one 
or more of the classes defined in the 
statute.”

With a view of formulating a uni- 
form plan to be presented to the 
legislatures -of the various states 
for action in regard to the Mondell 
Soldier Fund settlement act, a num- 
ber of the leading men in the devel- 
opment of the agricultural resources 
of the south opened a two-day con- 
ference at the Piedmont hotel Fri- 
day morning. The gathering was 
called by Clement S. Ucker, vice- 
president of the Southern Settle- 
ment and Development organization, 
whose headquarters are in Balti- 
more, Md. 

Although no definite action was 
taken at the conference Friday F. 
H. Abbott, secretary of the Georgia 
Landowners’ association, said that 
resolutions endorsing 
Plan would be passed before the 
meeting comes to a close Saturday 
evening. 

Will Reclaim Land. 

“Reclamation of large tracts of 
lands, especially in the coasta} 
Plains of the south ‘by community 
settlements of soldiers is the prin- 
cipal topic of discussion,” said Mr. 
Abbott. 

“Following a conference with 
Governor Dorsey and other promi- 
nent men of Georgia, it was learned 
some time ago that a bill would be 
introduced at the opening of tho 
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atively smarl parts of a few states, 
with the aid of the Florida cattle 
tick eradication committee and 
other organizations. 

The Atlanta meeting will also 
take up the cénstruction of good 
roads, betterment of the public 
health, improvement of rural 
schools and the enactment of state 
laws to provide for the control of 
dogfis in the interest of sheep rais- 
ing and otherwise to encourage the 
live stock industry and other mat- 
ters that will be consdered. 

In line with lans to encourage 
stock-raising in the south, George 
M. Rommel. chief animal husband- 
man of the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture, is receiving the 
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co-operation and support of various. 


organizatioons interestedin the de- 
velopment of the south. Oneof these 
plans is to amend the laws in cer- 
tain states in order to prevent an 
unscrupulous owner of live stock 
from disposing of it after haying 
borrowed money under a chattle 
mortgage on it. 

Mr. Rommel has been invited to 
address the meeting of the South 
Carolina Bankers’ association at 
Tybee Island, Georgia, June 18, on 
this subject, which will be consid- 
ere don thatoccasion. It is pointed 
out that if bankers had sufficient 
protection under state laws for their 
capital loaned on live stock, the cat- 
tle industry in the southern states 
naturaly would be financed more 
extensively, thus. helping to build 
it up.

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TAX CHANGES 


4 Committee Is Named to

At a called meeting of the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce Thursday aft- 
ernoon, the merits and demerits of 
the proposed amendment to the con- 
stitution of the state of Georgia, 
which, if adopted, will alter the en- 
tire system of taxation in the state, 
were discussed at length.

He then 
took occasion to refer to Representa- 
tive Blanton, of Texas, as “bleating 
Blanton,” for remarks th¢ congress- 
man made recently about labor. 

“As time goes on,” said Mr. Gom- 
pers, “Blanton will be eliminated 
or left at home as others of his 
stamp have been.” He then sketched 
the history of the department of la- 
bor, and added: 

“There seems to be a policy to 
starve this department out of ex-, 
istence or deny it money to the 
point where its efficiency and value 
to the working people of the coun- 
try will be materially reduced.

How to Make Biscuits. 


Flour, baking powder and salt 
will all absorb moisture, so that it 
is very important to have these 


kadjuncts in tin containers for stor- 


age. Now fill a quart bowl or 
dipper with flour, using a ~oon to 
V3 with, and place in a bowl and 
ad 

Three level tablespoons of bak- 
ing powder, 

Two level tablespoons of sugar, 

Two teaspoons of salt. 

Rub this between the hands to 
thoroughly mix and then rub into 
the prepared flour four tablespoons 
of shortening and mix to a dough 
with one and three-quarter cups 
of water. Knead in the bowl] for 
two minutes to blend and then pat 
out on a lightly floured table three- 
quarters of an inch thick. Cut, 
using either a biscuit cutter or cut 
into squares with a knife. Brush 
the top with water and bake for 
eighteen minutes in. a hot oven. 
This will make from twenty-five 
to thirty biscuits, depending on the 
size of the cutter used. A _ piece 
of white oilcloth may be used for 
rolling out biscuits, etc. 

Now, these biscuits may be baked 
on the sheet-iron top for a change; 
rake the fire and have it burnt to 
a red glow. Roll or pat the dough 
one-half inch thick and then lay on 
the sheet. When one side is nicely 
browned turn on the other side; al- 
low fifteen minutes for baking. 

Keep this in mind, that rapid 
cooking only sears the surface and 
leaves the center raw. So the first 
thing to do is to secure a steady 
fire. This can best be maintained 
by using large pieces of firewood, 
so that the embers or coals will vive 
a steady heat. Loose fires are dan- 
gerous, and for this reason. the 
camper should be particular to wall 
in his fire on three sides and make 
a provision for rainy weather. Bank 
the fires with bark, moss or ash- 
es when not in use. 

Fried Fish 

Scale and cleanse the 
then wash and drain.

To prepare beef tear the dried 
beef into pieces and cover with 
boiling water for ten minutes. Add 
to the cream sauce after draining it. 


Hash-Brown Potatoes 


Cut potatoes that have been cook- 
ed in their jackets into dice and 
dust lightly with flour. Have the 
fat hot in the frying pan and add 
the potatoes. Toss gently and fry 
until nicely browned. 

To cook fried fruit, wash and 
soak overnight in plenty of cold wa- 
ter. Then place on the fire and 
simmer slowly for a couple of 
hours.

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LESSON NO. 18. 
BUNTS TOWARD THIRD. 

Handling bunts has become thea 
most important part of the work of 
the third baseman. The requisites 
for successful handling of bunts and 
slow rollers are watchfulness, alert- 
ness and agility. 

The third baseman, more than any 
man ona team, is in position to catch 
signals and to judge by mere ob- 
servation of batters what the plan 
of attack is to be. Many times this 
may be judged by the score and the 
situation but in modern baseball out- 
guessing the foe is the greatest part 
of generalship. 

The position of the third baseman 
gives him advantage in watching the 
position of batters. He must, oft 
course, know his men and their abil- 
ity to bunt. Against a speedy man 
he must move forward and be pre- 
pared to leap toward the plate to 
field the bunt. He must watch the 
position of the batter’s hands, and 
the instant the batter starts to 
“choke” his bat and shorten his 
grip on it, he shold advance still 
further. 

Nerve is essential, because the bat- 
ter who is engaged with him in the 
guessing match, has every chance to 
change tactics and rap the ball 


‘sharply straight at the baseman wto,

nine times out of ten cannot field it 
if rushing forward at top speed. 
Being on top of the ball is the secret 
of successful handling of bunts. 
Bunted balls are harder to handla 
than any other kind excepting @ 
“topped” spit ball.. The ball which 
is bunted takes an odd twisting 
English which reverses when the 
ball hits the dirt. 

Quick judgment always is neces- 
sary. Perhaps once a game on an 
average during a season the third 
baseman is called upon to decide 
whether a ball will roll foul or re- 
main on fair ground. A dozen times 
or more a season every third base- 
man gucsses wrong. The queer ro- 
tation of a bunted ball may change 
its course two or three times in 
rolling ten yards. The baseman who 
is on top of the ball from the first 
must exercise judgment as to 
whether to try to throw out the run- 
ner or let the ball go in hopes that 
it will roll foul. He should grah 
the ball the instant he can reach it 
and snap it underhand to first, but 
if caught asleep he must be in posi- 
tion to seize fhe ball the instant it 
wabbles onto foul territory. 

After a batter has made two vain 
efforts to bunt the third baseman or- 
dinarily is sate in retiring to his 
natural fielding position for tew 
batters have the nerve to make a 
third effort to bunt. It is better, 
however, to watch batters, especially 
weak hitting pitchers, for the man- 
ager may decide that a third effort 
to sacrifice is less costly than a 
probably double play and force the 
batter to bunt again,

73 YEARS SINCE FIRST 

REAL BASEBALL CLASH, 

Seventy-three years ago today the 
first regular ‘baseball game 
played in Hoboken, N. J. The game 
had been played befere by im- 
promptu clubs on vacant lots, but it 
was on June 14, 1846, that two regu- 
lar and organized teams with names 
clashed on the diamond. The con- 
testing clubs were the New York 
Knickerbockers, the pioneer outfit 
of baseball, and the New Yorks, a 
rival bunch formed a little later than 
the “Knicks.” Having no grounds 
of their own, the players crossed 
the river to Jersey and “crossed 
bats” on what was then known as 
the Elysian fields. The champion- 
ship of New York was involved, and, 
while the affair didn’t arouse much 
enthusiasm, quite a sprinkling of 
fans gathered about the fields. 

Under the rules drafted by Alex- 
ander G. Cartwright and adopted by 
the Knickerbockers late in 1845, and 
accepted by the New Yorks in this 
historic encounter, a game was “to 
consist of twenty-one counts or 
aces, but at the conclusion an equa) 
number of hands must be played,’ 
In modern baseball language, this 
meant that victory perched on the 
banner of the ciub which first scored 
twenty-one runs. 

Although the newspapers paid no 
attention to this historic conflict, 
the names of the players have been 
preserved.

APPLYING FOR BAIL 


Macon, Ga., June 13.—(Special.)— 
Arguments on the application for 
bail of the six Macon city detectives 


held in the Bibb county jail, three 
for murder and three as accessory 
before the fact to murder, were 
completed this evening and Judge 
H,. A. Mathews, in the Bibb superior 
court, amnounced he would make 
known his decision tomorrow. The 
detectives have been in jail several 
weeks, following their indictment 
by the grand jury for the killing of 
Philip Lamar and J. B. Kimbrell, 
two young men, who are alleged to 
have attempted to hold up Ralph 
Bobo in his store in South Macon. 
It is the contention of the state that 
the whole affair was a “frame up” 
and the two men were killed with- 
out justification. 


Bombshells Exploded. 


Several bombshells were exploded 
in the camp of the detectives durirg 
the hearing. Probably the worst of 
these was the evidence given by Em- 
mett Finney, the taxicab driver, who 
carried Lamar and Kimbrell to 
Bobo’s store on the night of the at- 
tempted hold-up and the killing of 
Lamar and the fatal wounding of 
Kimbrell. Finney had refused to 
make a statement since the shoot- 
ing, but it was genérally believed 
his testimony would favor the de- 
tectives. This, however, did not 
prove to be the ease. 

Finney testified the detectives 
knew two weeks before the hold-up 
the names of the two men and he 
denied he had ever mentioned to the 
detectives that the boys who were 
to attempt the hold-up were the 
ones who had assaulted and robbed 
Dr. W. O. Stevens and Dr. S. B. Pal- 
mer. Finney also declared Chief Mc- 
Lendon.loaned him the detectives’ 
car in which to take Lamar and 
Kimbrell to the scene of the at- 
tempted robbery. 

Finney tesctified he had been cau- 
tioned by Chief McLendon not to 
ever mention the chief’s name or 
that he had let him have the car. 
Finney swore that Detectives Mc- 
Lendon, Evans, Allen and Bunch 
saw him crank up the car and drive 
away in it, and that they followed 
him in another car to Bobo’s store. 

Testifies Against Sleuths. 

Ralph Bobo, also proved a-strong 
witness against the detectives and 
denied testimony which had been 
attributed to him at the coroner’s 
inquest, especially that part which 
had him saying that “Kimbrell and 
Lamar fired at the detectives with 
a pistol.” Bobo declared he did 
not know who shot. He admitted 
Lamar was standing only two feet 
from him and had him covered with 
his pistol and that it would have 
been almost impossible for the pis- 
tol to have been discharged with- 
out the bullet striking him. 

H. Roberts, who lives near the 
Bobo store testified he heard shots 
fired, and all of them appeared to 
be from the discharge of shot guns. 
He said he did not hear any pisto} 
shots. 

The detectives sought to show 
that the two alleged hold-up men 
fired on them first, and that they 
shot them in self-defense. An affi- 
davit by Officer A. J. Allen was to 
the effect that the first two shots 
fired were pistol shots, and that the 
gun of Kimbrell, which he said he 
examined, smelled of gun powder. 
The detectives themselves claim 
they were fired on first. Detectives 
Swift, Stripling, Evans and Stevens 
disavowed any knowledge of the al- 
leged frame-up against Lamar and 
Kimbrel, and claimed they were 
only acting under orders. They 
named Chief McLendon and Detec- 
tive Bunch as the “fixers.”

ATURAL WHEAT FLOW 


New York, June 13.—To preserve 
a natural flow of wheat from the 
farm, periodicel premiums covering 
storage charges will be added to 
the basic price at various guaran- 
tee markets, according to an an- 
nouncement made tonight by Julius 
H. Barnes, United States wheat di- 
rector, 

These premiums will not be in- 
troduced during July, when basic 
Prices prevailing for the last year 
will remain in effect. For each suc- 
ceeding month, however, premiums 
will be announced thirty days in 
advance. 

Mr. Barnes also announced rail- 
road rates from inter-mountaia and 
Pacific coast territory to Galveston 
and New York soon will be reduced 
to 56 cents per hundred, the equiva- 
lent of 33.6 cents per bushel. This 
reduction, Mr. Barnes explained, is 
intended as a relief to the produc- 
ers in those sections as the grain 
corporation cannot pursue its prac- 
tice of making effective a $2 blan- 
ket minimum price for all wheat at 
inter-mountain points, but will be 
obliged to confine itself to paying 
$2 at Pocatello, Great Falls and 
Salt Lake City, leaving the rest of 
the western territory to base on the 
commercial market most. redily 
reached by it. 

To assure a large flow of wheat 
to the gulf ports, Mr. Barnes said 
he had decided to seek an executive 
order increasing the number one base 
price at Galveston and New Orleans 
from $2.28 to $2.30 per bushel. He 
added he expected this change would 
become effective July 1.

Chicago, June 12.—The many re- 
ports of bank consolidations in Chi- 
cago, most of which have some ba- 
sis in fact are evidence of a strong 
tendency toward large units here as 
has been the case in other parts 
of the United States. There is ground 
for the statement that the now 
Consolidating Merchants’ Loan and 
Trust company and Illinois Trust 
and Savings bank are trying to take 
over the Corn Exchange National 
and also for the report that the Con- 
tinental and Commercial wants to do 
ee same thing. The Union Trust 
' Company was recently sought by the 
Merchants’ Loan and Illinois Trust 
combination by the union, a staunch 
anstitution with a little short of $40,- 
000,000 deposits, has refused to go 
and there is no present indica- 

tion that it will change its mind. 
A combination of the Merchants’ 
Loan, Illinois Trust and Corn Ex- 
change would mass in one combi- 
nation capital, surplus and undi- 
vided profits of $31,300,000, but the 
Continental interests, including the 
National bank and the Continental 
and Commercial Trust and Savings 
bank, already aggregate in these two 
items $47,800,000. The deposits of 
the Merchants’ Loan and Illinois 
Trust, plus those of the Corn Ex- 
change National, would be well 
above $300,000,000, but the Conti- 
nental combination already has 

$390,000,000. 
To Broaden Business. 

At a casual glance it would seem 
_ perhaps that an ambition to be the 
“biggest thing” as a bank unit is 
the dominating motive, but this is | 
not altogether correct. In order to | 
make the business as broad as pos- 
sible, the Merchants and the Illinois,. 
both state banks, naturally desire 
the commercial element that natu- 
rally belongs to a national institu- 


tion. It has been found more ana 
more necessary for banks in tnis 
city to diversify their business. One 
exclusive line in a way segregates 
an institution from the grand swim. 
Hence, it is that state banks es- 
tablished commercial lines and na- 
tional banks have set up savings de- 
partments, while all find it neces- 
sary to have a bond department. The 
Continental is accounted distinctive- 
ly an Armour institution and both 
that and the Corn Exchange have 
larger relations with the movement 
of agricultural products than oth- 
rs. Some of the larger banks of 
his city are the products of not 
merely their natural growth, but of 
absorption of other institutions. This 
is notably true of the First Na- 
tinal, Continental and Corn Ex- 
change, but it is not true of the Mer- 
chants’ Loan or the Illinois Trust. 
* The tendency to consolidate is an 
expression of the growth of this 
city as a financial center, which is 
distinctive ms compared with its 
gain industrially. The concéntra- 
tion of capital and ability in these 
big units works to the exclusion of 
persons desiring to start new banks. 
This, however, refers to the down- 
town district, particularly in the 
residence districts and the suburbs, 
the increase in the number of banks 
in the past few years has been great 
i nearly all appear to be doing 
well.

Huge Profits Made. 


One is impressed all the way 
along with the profits of banks. 
It is not uncommon for the larger 
institutions to earn 50 per cent on 
the capital stock. In part, the fed- 
eral reserve system, which allows 6 
per cent to the twelve central 
banks, till a 100 per cent surplus is 
accumulated and then 90 per cent 
of the earnings, 10 per cent going 
to the banks, was an attempt. to 
‘make a more general distribution 
of banking profits among the peo- 
ple. By as much as the government 
gets the income from the federal 
reserve banks, by so much does the 
taxpayer gain theoretically through 
the banking business. It does not 
appear, however, that the profits of 
the individuml banks have been cur- 
tailed. Meanwhile, that infant of 
four years, the Federal Reserve 
Bank of Chicago, earned 62 per cent 
on its capital stock last year.

Is On in Chicago 


Results So Far Are Said 

_ to Demonstrate Conspic- 
uously the Soundness of 
Finance in the Western 
Metropolis.

Chicago, June 13.—The investiga- 

tion ordered b ythe feedral reserve 

board to determine the amount of 
loans at the member banks for spec- 
ulative purposes, is now in progress 
in Chicago. Never was there a time 
when such an inguiry would result 
SO conspicuously as a demonstration 
of the soundness of the situation 
here. One can recall periods dur- 
ing the past generation in which 
the conclusions of the investigators 
would have been unfavorable with 
respect to a number of our banks. 

In the days of the Hutchinson 

Harper and Leiter performances on 

the Chicago board of trade, and of 

many similar operations, some of 
the banks were supposed to over- 
weighed with loans, although 
those loans were based on grain, 

Which, in a way, is a world curren- 

cy. We are out of the swim this 

time, not ever the cotton specula- 
tion having made any considerable 
draft on local resources. 


New York Money Used. 


Loans on stocks bought in New 
York are made with New York 
money in the main. Local securities 
have advanced much, but mainly 
through full pyament by the pur- 
chasers of moderate assistance by 
the banks. The reaction in prices in 
New York is likely to affect the quo- 
tations of some of éur local stocks, 
but that is all the distinctive mark 
on Chicago that this investigation 
will make, Bankersinthis city tes- 
tify to a great recent increase in 
deposits. This comes not only from 
individuals in the city, but from 
corresponding banks within a radius 
of 500 miles. It is not merely that 
the number of depositors is increas- 
ing. The average deposit is grow- 
ing. The danger of high rates for 
money here is therefore extremely 
small, though it is to be presumed 
that the market will be strong for 
an indefinite period on account of 
the active demand for all sorts of 
purposes. The bank clearings tes- 
tify tothe gain in financial activity 
the past six business days showing 
an increase of $94,000,000, or nearly 
20 per cent. This compares with a 
rather laggard pace of this eity in 
the earlier part of the year. 

While the weakness of the stock 
market in the past two or three 
days is attributed to the menace of 
the government and the banks, and 
the tendency of call loans toward 
higher prices, local reports indicate 
a disposition to capitalize profits 
into safer forms, that is, into issues 
of assured permanent value, based 
on income or bonds, though the lat- 
ter class of investments has not yet 
felt this change to any great extent. 
Even the most sanguine men have 
recognized that a great deal of 
froth has been created on the coun- 
try’s markets, partly through the 
expectation of big business, but 
also through the oil craze and simi- 
lar sentiments. 

Speculators Hit. 


They do not believe in perma- 
nently high prices on stocks which 
before the war were regarded with 
contempt. They are getting a little 
tired of the “last equity,” which 
came so prominently into fashion 
during the munitions boom, and are 
looking for something of a more 
staple qualiy. For this reason it is 
believed by bond men that their 
trade, now hardly up to par, will 
have a lift in the near future. 

The federal reserve investigation 
may solve the enigma of great 
stock transactions and small loans 
in brokers’ offices in New York, but 
there is no enigma here. It is be- 
lieved thatinthis respect Chicago 
is typical of the whole country out- 
side of the metropolis. Of course 
all these western banking centers 
keep considerable deposits in New 
York, out of which loans are made 
from time to time on Wall street, 
but there is a better guard on that 
line of operations than ever before 
during a period of inlation.

He smiles blandly and says he is 
acting on Washington's orders, over- 
looking the fact that Washington 
is dependent on him and those asso- 
ciated with him for facts here, that 
an American newspaper correspond- 
ent, representing leading newspa- 
pers, is practically made a prisoner 
for no other reason that that he 
told both sides of an important in- 
ternational situation to the Ameri- 
can public and has a right to de- 
mand an uncensored appeal to his 
own government. 

The habitual subserviency of 
minor American officials has put 
Washington in a position where it 
is answerable to the American pub- 


lic. 

The military is saying that the 
only reason they refuse me permits 
to leave Cairo is the specific request 
of American officials. Nevertheless, 
the incident will reach congress and 
parliament before it is ended.

The 
intimation was made today for the 
first time that a revised draft on 
the Danish frontiers is expected, in- 
dGicating that the conference lead- 
ers had decided to take into consid- 
eration the objections of both Ger- 
many and Denmark to a plebiscite in 
the southernmost section of Schles- 
wig. Denmark declined to receive 
this section because it is predomi- 
nantly German, 

It was the finding of such er- 
rors as that in article 232 that fur- 
nished an additional reason for pre- 
senting an entirely new draft of 
the treaty. Errors and inconsis- 
tencies in the draft first presented 
were continually being discovered, 
and these would have had to be cor- 
rected before the document was 
signed. This was particularly the 
case because the text of the treaty 
is in both French and English, both 
versions being specified as ‘“au- 
thentic” or binding. 

Eleventh-Hour Change by British. 

The British have made an elev- 
enth-hour attempt to reopen the 
question of reparations. They have 
submitted proposals introducing into 
the functions of the permanent rep- 
arations commissions the principle 
of control.of raw materials, etc., 
furnished Germany, enabling the 
commission to control Germany’s 
economic development during the 
period it operates. 

The British effort has not met 
with a sympathetic reception by the 
reparations commission, to which it 
was referred. It seems improbable 
that the proposals will be accepted, 
but they constitute one of the causes 
of the delay of the reply to the 
Germans, which it was rumored to- 
day probably would not be presented 
until Monday. 

PREMIER ORLANDO 
RETURNS TO ITALY. 

Paris, June 13.—Premier Orlando 
of Italy left for Rome last night, 
intending to confer with the par- 
liamentary leaders relative to the 
work of the peace conference and 
to settle certain urgent questions, 
notably those concerning military 
precautions contemplated on the 
Carinthian frontier. General Diaz, 
commander-in-chief of the Italian 
armies, accompanied Premier Or- 
lando and will be in personal con- 
trol on the frontier. 
ANGLO-FRENCH GOODS 
REACHING GERMANY. 

Paris, June 13.—The question of 
large amounts of British and French 
goods finding their way into Ger- 
many from the occupied regions has 
been raised in the supreme economic 
council of the peace conference. The 
proposal has been made that some 
form of control be instituted to pre- 
vent one nation trading without the 
knowledge or consent of the others.

, The principal developments in 
the local strike situation Friday 
were the preliminary report of Pos-

morning will seriously interfere 
with the handling of Georgia water- 
melons and peaches, and .-the an- 
nouncement of the detailed plans 
for a big labor demonstration to be 
held this afternoon, when 1,000 
union operators and their sympa- 
thizers will parade through the 
business districts.

The situation with reference to 
the strike Friday shows but little 
change from the first days, both 
telegraph companies and the tele- 
phone company reporting their busi- 
ness, about normal. The strikers 
claim, however, that many more of 
the operators who did not join 
the strike at first are coming out, 
and it was reported at the after-

“Dismissed For. Reason.” 


Employees of the Southern Bell 
Telephone company at Atlanta were 
dismissed “for good and sufficient” 
reasons, and not because of union 
affiliations, Postal Inspector Cole 
reported to Postmaster General 
Burleson -today. 

A preliminary report made public 
by the postmaster general said: 

“Investigation of the telephone 
case concluded today. The compa- 
ny (Southern Bell) has shown good 
and sufficient reasons for all dismis- 
sals or other changes in force and, 
after painstaking and exhaustive in- 
quiry, no evidence is found to sup- 
port the charge that employees 
have been; discharged or otherwise 
discriminated against on account of 
union membership or other activity. 
Full report will go forward as soon 
as it can be prepared, and should 
reach Washington not later than 
Monday.” 

The postmaster general will await 
the arrival of the full report, it was 
announced at the department, and 
will then go over it in detail. 


Made Long Investigation. 


The report of Inspector Cole was 
rendered after an investigation cov- 
ering several days in Atlanta, dur- 
ing which much testimony was 
heard from both sides of the con- 
troversy. A former report upon the 
matter was sent to the postmaster 
general, in which it was then said 
that unless additional evidence 
tending to show that employees had 
been dismissed for union affilia- 
tion could be obtained that the 
strikers’ claims could not be sub- 
stantiated. 

It is understood from union lead- 
ers that the report of the posta\ 
inspectors will have but little, if 
any, effect upon the struggle, which 
has spread from the Southern Bell 
‘o the Western Union and Postal 

elegraph companies, and now - 
is also stated that the contention 
of the men striking now includes 
seven points of demand involving 
such. principles as collective bar- 
gaining, better wages, better work- 
ing conditions, etc, and that the 
strike will continue until a victory 
comes for the union. 

The order that was issued forbid- 
ding the members of the Order of 
Railroad Telegraphers from han- 
dling Western Union and other com- 
mercial business in joint railroad 
and commercial offices, is declared 
by the strikers to carry with it a 
severe potential blow at the fruit 
growers and shippers of Georgia, 
who are now gathering and moving

from various Georgia points. 

“Without communication with 
markets and being unable to receive 
orders and quotations,” said a prom- 
inent union man, “the points where 
the joint offices are located will 
find themselves badly hampered in 
handling watermelons and peaches, 
The names*of Byron, Andersonville, 
Reynolds and Montezuma were given 
by the strikers where joint offices 
are located and where O. R. T. men, 
it is claimed, will refuse to handle 
commercial messages today. 

Will Not Be Badly Hurt, 

The Georgia Fruit Exchange, 
which has offices in the Walton 
building, and which claims to han- 
dle 85 per cent of the watermelons 
and peaches, gave out the statement 
last night that its business would

Statement by Sitton. 


The following statement was made 
by Chairman W. E. Sitton, of the 
division committee of the Associa- 
tion of Western Union Employees, 
with reference to a campaign of 
publicity that will be put on by that 
organization; 

The Association of Western Union Em- 
ployees is paying for a half-page adver- 
tisement which appears in this issue of The 
Constitution. The cost of this advertise- 
ment is pro-rated between the three Atlan- 
ta locals, Commercial, Traffic and Plant, 
according to membership. We anticipate 
that the C. T. U. A., now on a strike, 
which organization is making such strenuous 
efforts to convince the public that the as- 
sociation of Western Union Employees is 
company controlled, will also seek to con- 
vince the public that our advertisement is 
paid for by the company. 

The first paragraph of the advertisement 
sets forth plainly its object and it is de- 
sired to emphasize the fact that this ad- 
vertisement is paid for by the association of 
Western Union Employees and is in defense 
of its members, who are in no sense of the 
word strikebreakers, but bona fide members 
of a fully organized labor union performing 
all the functions of a. labor union and just 
as determined that our well-matured and 
scientifically worked-out plans for the wel- 
fare of our profession shall be carried out, 
as it seems that the C. T. U. A. is to tear 
them down, 

We of the Association of Western Union 
Employees realize that a peculiar situation 
is presented to those on the outside—one la- 
bor union, representing 90 per cent of the 
industry concerned, being so bitterly fought 
by a rival union composed of a comparatively 
insignificant minority; and this little minor- 
ity whose organized defection has not even 
crippled the telegraph service of the coun- 
try, clamoring for the support of organized 
labor, and aspersing the Association of West- 
ern Union Employees, a labor union which 
in Atlanta has a paid-up membership of 
585 of the 777 individuals on the Western 
Union payroll in this city (and, be it under- 
stood, this 777 comprises everyone from the 
division general manager down), 125 of 
whom are ineligible for membership. No 
one with authority to employ or discharge 
is a member of the Association of Western 
Union Employees. It is also in order that 
the public may know something of the real 
condition existing in the ranks of the tele- 
graph fraternity, that our campaign of pub- 
icity is begun with today’s advertisement in 
The Constitution. 

As to what the Association of Western 
Tnion Employees has already accomplished, 
we refer to the advertisement in this issue 
of The Constitution. and with pride we 
point to the fact that the Atlanta prriev- 
ance committee has already handled 22 
erieyances, 21 of which were decided favor- 
ably to the employee and one was returned 
as without merit: a 100 per cent record in 
our dealings with the company and almost 
a perfect score in the integrity and fairness 
of our membership.

erators, and that reports from other 
cities showed many men coming 
pack to work. The report that offi- 
cials of the Commerciai Telegraph- 
ers Union of America had submit- 
ted to the Postal Telegraph company 
conditions upon which an agreement 
could be based was attributed by 
Mr. Reynolds to the fact that “Pos- 
tal operators in the union are 
bringing pressure to bear on the 
union leaders to call off the strike.” 

“No principle is involved in this 
strike,” he continued, “and the men 
are becoming restless.
